For the last two years we have only sought 
to employ competent workmen, not caring 
to ask an employe whe he was a member 
of the Typ hical Union or not. 

year, Union and non-Union men 
worked for us as compositors on the City 
Directory the former constituting probably 
one-half of the force—for tena the same 


pay as is now given, without any 
tion. 


No longer contented with such division of 
the work, a few weeks ago a Committee from 
the Typographical Union called upon us and 
demanded that we discharge our regular em- 
ployes, giving 1 ent to members of 
the Ty pograph nion alone, or compel 
those who were regularly in our employ to 
become members of the Union! They were 
willing to do the work for the price paid last 
year (and the price fixed for this year), viz. : 
85 cents per 1,000 ems, but commanded us to 
surrender control of our own office during 
its continuance. In the event of a refusal 
to acoedé to such terms, they threatened the 
exercise of the power of the combined 
trades-unions to compel us to do so. 

As we have had no connection with the 
Typographical Union for several years, and 
do not acknowledge their jurisdiction, we 
declined their proposition. 

To “ bring us to terms” the Typographic- 
al Union have for about two weeks main- 
tained a Committee“ (some half intoxi- 
cated) in front of our very doors to annoy, 
intimidate, assault, and threaten with per- 
sonal violence, and even death, such men as 
desired towork. Others of the extra force 
—now required—have been bribed with 
money to quit our service, 

Despite these outrages, we have a full 
force of men at workythe places of those 
bribed and intimidated being at once taken 
by others. 

The Typographical Union having failed in 
accomplishing its object, essayed another 
movement, by the issuance of the following 
hand-bill : 
READ THIS! BUSINESS MEN AND ALL

said Directory (if it is ever issued), and refuse to pat- 
ronize them, and do all in their power to prevent others 
from said houses.

The statements made in the hand-bill are 
false. We are paying 35 cents per 1,000 
ems on the Directory, and 150 idle Union 
men would be glad to accept this employ- 
ment if they dared. Workmen average from 
$18 to $25 a week on it, depending solely 
upon their skill and rapidity. 

With the single exception of the Tax-List, 
the City Directory is the fattest (most prof- 
itable to the compositor) large job of type- 
iy in Chicago, and the price paid 
in St. Louis and other cities gnly 30 cents 
per 1,000 ems! 

This hand-bill, which is at once a libel, a 
threat, and evidence of a conspiracy under 
the law, was unblushingly distributed before 
our very door by a large “Committee ” to 
the obstruction and injury of a legitimate 
business. We, therefore, caused the arrest 
of some of the ringleaders under the charge 
of conspiracy, on warrants issued from a 
Justice’s Court, the law being very plain, 
and as follows: 

CONSPIRACY. 

Art. 46, Sec. 46. [To do illegal acts.) If any two or 
more persons — — and agree together, with fraud 
ulent or malicious Intent, wron lly and wickedly to 
injure the person, character, business or proverty of 
another, .. . or to commit any felony, they shall 
be deemed guilty of a conspiracy; and every such of- 
fender, and every person convicted of consp‘racy at 


common law, shall be imprisoned ia the Penitentiary 
oss three years, or fined not exceeding 


The President of the Union, however, 
stated that be knew all about the law, and 
that it did not amount to anything ;” and 
within fifteen minutes from their appearance 
in Court, having bail, these same 
men were again defying the law. 

Nearly or quite one-half of the entire em- 
ployed membership of the Union, engaged 
in similar work at so-called Union offices, ro- 
ceive but 25 to 30 cents per 1,000 ems, 
whether the matter” is solid“ (ordinary) 
composition, or ‘‘ leaded” (more profitable) 
composition, while we pay throughout the 
whole year, dull times as well as busy, 35 
cents for the one, and 30 cents for the 
other. 

The whole scheme is an attempt on the 
part of the Union to obtain entire control 
of our office, where they could always have 
worked as freely as other men. The Union, 
as a body, have been egged on by a handful 
of incompetent men, who delight in the lux- 
urious life of committee men,” living upon 
the honest earnings of legitimate workers. 
Most ot them have been Union men only 
within the past few weeks, or months at far- 
thest, and yet have succeeded in swerving the 
older members from their better judgment. 

This is especially noteworthy of the two 
most prominent figures in the movement. 
Until within tnree months, one of them 
was the loudest denouncer of the Union, and 
conceived the idea of a counter-organizat:on 
of non-Union printers.

1, 1879, he issued a circular to employing 
printers, every word of which was written 
by himself, from which we make the follow- 
ing extracts:

THE WORK DONTE. 
PASSAGE IN THE HOUSE OF THE ARMY APPRO- 
PRIATION BILL. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasurmerton, D. C., June 11.—The house to- 
day passed the Army Appropriation bill. and 
has thus completed its part of the work for 
which the extra session was called, with the ex- 
coption of the neglect to appropriate for the 
pay of Suvervisors and election officers and for 
several court purposes. The contest over the 
Army bill was a short one, and was more im- 
portant for what was not spoken than for what 
was. The only opposition tothe measure was 
imside the Republican party, and that opposi- 
tion was permitted to have no voice except so 
far as a four minutes’ speech by Gen. Keifer, of 
Ohio, gave expression to the views of the dis- 
satisfied Republican minority, and the recorded 
vote permitted them to enter their protest. 
Some of the Republican leaders very wisely 
said that the bili was ia such shape that 
either side might claim that the other 
had surrendered. It was possible for the Re- 
publicans, by taking the initiative in support of 
the bill, and by wnitedly voting for it, to have 
set forth what really ies 

THE DEMOCRATIO SUBRENDER 
in a much stronger light; and the few Repub- 
licans who voted against. the bill, and who would 
have been glad to sp aainet it, will not 
themselves allow that the bil) does not essential- 
ly upon its face ¢arry the proof that it is a Dem- 
ocratic surrender. None of the Republicans 
who were opposed to the measure—notably Rep- 
resentative Williams, of Wisconsin, and Gen. 
Keifer, of Ohtio—claimed for a moment that it 
was the purpose of the Republican party to use 
the Federal soidiery as 4 police force about 
the polls; but they did wish to have some 
affirmative statement incorporated in the bill 
which should so limit the Demoeratie inhibition 
upon the army to keep the peace at the polis

Gen. Keifer and other Republicaus were much 
incénsed, bowever, that of the half-bour’s time 
which was set apart to the Republican side, 
presumably for the opponents of the bill, no 
single Republican who was opposed to the bill 
had any part; the half-hour was entirely con- 
sumed by Hawley, Garfield, and Baker, who 
supported the bill, and the Democrats, un- 
skilled like their opponents in parliamentary 
tactics, did not see that political advantage 
might have been gained by permitting dis- 
satisfied Republicans to talk. and limited this 
element to a brief speech of four minutes. The 
position of the Republicans, with the exception 
of these few, was that the Democrate, who had 
come with the revolutionary proposition that 
the Election laws should be repealed or 
THE GOVERNMENT MIGHT STARVE, 

and that, as the radical leader of the revolu- 
tionists declared, He who dallies is a dastard, 
and he who doubts is damned,“ had practically 
receded from their position, and bad presented 
a bill with a pretended restriction which was 
in fact nothing but a stump speech. Inasmuch 
as the law does not authorize the use of troops 
at the polls as a police force, it would be wise, 
patriotic, and manly to take the appropriation 
bill containing this surrender which the Re- 
publicans had forced the Democrats to make, 
and to close the business of the session. The 
Republicans maintain that the restriction as to 
the use of troops as & police force at the polls 
is a mere brutum fulmen, as no law has ever 
authorized such use, and no law is ever likely 
to authorize it. 

There was another very importan’ surrender 
on the part of the Democrats, in which the Ap- 
propriations Committee itself was obliged to 
yield to the Republicans in the House. The 
entire section of the bill relating to 

: ARMY PROMOTIONS, 
which the Democrats so strenuously insistea 
upon at the last session, was stricken out. The 
Republicans, in their motion to strike this from 
the bill, were assisted by Gen. Joe Johnston, of 
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much wiser and more patriotic. Particularly

As the three bills have passed the House, the

pow rests entirely within the control of the 
Senate. That body, unfortunately, does not 
aypear disposed to hurry matters. The Appro- 
priationa Committee, for instance, notwitb- 
standing a Sub-Committee of Democrats were 
appointed to see toit that no amendments 
would be necessary when the bill came to the 
Senate, bas been in session a considerable por- 
tion of today on the routine details of the 
Legisiative bills, and many amendments have 
been proposed and will probably be presented to 
the Senate. Indeed, it is not now certain that 
the bill cam be reported to the Senate to-mor- 
row morning. Debate on three of the bills is 
inevitabie, but very protracted debate is proba- 
ble upon the Judicial bill and on the Army bill. 
No Democratic member of the Senate Appro- 
priations Committee is of the opinion that the 
House resolution to adjourn Tuesday will be 


agreed to, as they declare it 

UTTERLY IMPOSSIBLE TO FINISH THE ‘BUSINESS 
in the Senate in the remaining five days, and 
some Democratic member of the Appropriations 
Committee said to-day that there was no 
probability of a final adjouroment before July 
1. As soon as the bills are passed, however, it 
seems to be the determination of the Demo- 
cratic majority in both Houses to adjourn with- 
out waiting to ascertain whether any of the bilis 
are signed or not. The Senate may possibly be 
forced to take speedy action by the great 
pressure which will now certainly be brought to 
bear from the House side, as all the necessary 
work of the session is completed, and members 
on both sides are exceedingly restive, impatient, 
and anxious to leave for their homes.

General debate upon that section was opened 
by Mr. Baker, who viewed the section as a mere 
incumbrance,—as

THE VETOES. 
KNOTT’S CONCLUSIONS. 

Wasurnerton, D. C., June 11.—Proctor Knott's 
report on the President's veto message begins 
with an ailusion to the danger to be appre- 
hended from the uce of armed troops at 
the baliot-box, says: 

Even the author of the message under con- 
sideration himself admits that any military in- 
terference whatever at the polls is contrary to 
the spirit ot our institutions, and would tend to 
destroy the freedom of elections. The present 
Congress, in the exercise of its undoubted 
right to prescribe the purpose for which the 
land and naval forces of the Guvernment shall 
be used, saw proper in making appropriations 
for the support of the army to enact that it 
should not only de a clearly unlawful but 
penal offense for any Federai official to employ 
troops or armed men at State elections for any 
purpose whatever, except to repel armed ene- 
mies of the United States. That bill the Presi- 
dent returned to the House of Representatives 
without bis. signature. 

His REASONS 
for objecting to the bill seem to have been 


these: 
First, that, in his judgment, the repeal of the 
clause in question was unnecessary; second, be- 
cause it would ** prohibit ali civil officers of the 
United States from emploing the only adequate 
civil force to enable them to preserve the peace 
and execute certain laws at Congressional elec- 
tions *; and, third, because the manner in which 
the repeal was proposed did not happen 
m that particular instance to be in har- 
mony with Executive taste; and was therefore 
considered by the author of the message 
as furnishing a suitable occasion to deliver to 
the House of Representatives a gratuitous lect- 
ure upon the metbods in which it should dis- 
charge its constitutional functions. As the 
President has twice called the attention of the 
House to these objections, the first two may be 
referred to hereafter, but with regard to the 
third, it is perhaps sufficient to say that the 
manner in which Congress chose to repeal the 
uestion was not only in strict conform- 
ity to the Constitution and rules of the two 
respectively, but ,justified by numerous 
ents in the annals of Federal legislation.

Wasuineton, D. C., June 11.—William I.

A BIG STRIKE. 

Not of the Mournfal Character, but Rather 
of the Luckiest Description..The Great 
Deposit. 

San Francisco, June II.— The Bodie, Stand- 
ard this evening publishes a detailed account 
of the recent strike in the Bodie Mine, tae sub- 
stance of which is telegraphed to the following 
effect: The development is on the 433-foot 
level, and has been uncovered 200 feet in 
length and 300 feet vertically. The ledge is 
of an average thickness of ten feet, the 
filling being a peculiar mixture of metallic gold- 
horn and native silver and silver in sulphurats.

Nyaw York, June 11.—Today the Emperor 
William and Empress Augusta celebrated their 
golden wedding at Berlin. The gathering was 
originally intended to be rather a family affair, 
which accounted for the non-participation of the 
Emperor of Austria and of.the Scandinavian 
Princes: then the Czar, who had intended being 
present with his three youngest sons, the Grand 
Dukes Alexis, Sergius, and Paul, was compelled 
to abandon the project because of the dangerous 
illness of the wife of his second son, the Grand 
Duke Viadimir; and on receiving news that ber 
father could not visit Berlin the Duchess of 
Edinburg telegraphed herexcuses. The Grand 
Duke Alexis, bowever, was present as the 
representative of the Czar; the Emperor of 
Austria's brother, tne Archduke Charles Louis, 
bore the congratulations of the house of 
Hapsburg; King Humbert of Italy was repre- 
sented by the Duke of Genoa; there were some 
thirty German Princes and  potentates, 
headed by King Albert of Saxony and 
Prince William of wertemberg, present—in 
fine, without counting the court and diplomatic 
corps, a most numerous and brilliant array of 
distinguished personages. Last evening the 
Emperor and Empress returned from Babels- 
berg, near Potsdam, where they bad spent last 
week in retirement. At noon to-day they re- 
ceived the congratulations of their friends and 
deputations of twelve delegates from each of 
the Prussian Provinces at the Castle, to which 
they had proceeded in state from the Palace. 
The procession was then formed, and the route 
taken up for the chapel of the Castle, whcre 

THE RELIGIOUS CEREMONY 

was performed and the nuptial benediction 
given by the Court Chaplain, Dr. Koegel. A 
Royal salute was fired at the conclusion of the 
ceremony, when the procession was reformed 
and the gnests returned to the Palace, where 
there was a reception and state banquet. This 
evening a gala performance was given at the 
opera. 

Tomorrow the celebration will be continued 
and concluded. In the morning there will be a 
grand review of the garrison of the Capital, and 
the afternoon a state dinner in the great White 
Hall. In the evening the festivities will be 
brought to a close with a soiree. On Friday 
their Imperial Majesties will jeave Berlin, the 
Emperor going to Ems and the Empress to 
Coblentz. Beside the usual illum‘nations, pop- 
ular réjoicings, striking of medals, etc., the 
Emperor’s golden wedding is to be celebrated 
by the liberation of a great number of prison- 
ers convicted after Nobilmg and Hoedel’s at- 
tempts ou his life, or of attempting to avoid 
military service. The number set at liberty 
would have been greater bad not nis advisers 
insisted on the necessity for still exhibiting 
caution in dealing with the Socialists.

Bumm. June 11.— The city was in holiday 
attire yesterday in honor of the Emperor's 
golden wedding, which will be observed to-day. 
Special sentry-boxes flank the embassies, pal- 
aces, and hotels. Distinguished guests are con- 
tinually arriving, while the uniforms of the 
foreign colors mingle with the dark Prussian 
blue. Orderiies dash to and fro, while the curi- 
ous crowds delight to watch the unusual stream 
of brilliant equipages on the Linden. The 
populace has laid regular siege to the Emperor’s 
palace, and whoever entered or emerged was 
greetcd with a volley of hurrahs. The chief 
buildings have been draped or hung with green- 
ery, and particular streets flutter with stream- 
ers and flags. Illumination devices have been 
affixed here and there ready to burst out this 
evening into flaming monograms, eagles, 
portraits, and other compliments to the 
Imperial pair. All day yesterday the streets 
were blue with the modest corn-flower, the 
favorite plant of the Emperor. At every cor- 
ner portraits and biographies of the monarch 
and his consort were for sale, and the Grub 
street bards of Berlin put forth all their powers 
to tempt the passers-by.

Mason, 

use, ern Assurance Company; ver- 

dict, $3, 330, and motion on for new trial. a 


CROP PROSPECTS. 


ILLINOIS. 

Special Diapotches to fhe Tribune. 
Dwrent, June 11.—The oats are very thin on 
the ground and are not over six inches hich. 
The chinch-bugs are working in them, and the 
prospects now are that they will destroy them. 
Corn is growing very slowly. Lots of it lying 
in the dry ground waiting tor the rains which 
the sage of the Prairie Farmer talks so much 
about. We have lived in this locality twenty- 
one years, and were comparing notes with 
several farmers who have lived here the same 
length of time. We all came to the conclusion 
that the “crop prospects were to-day the most 
discouraging of any during this whole period. 
Rains come in streaks of two or three miles 
wide, this season. The ground is so very 
dry that the rain has not yet got down to the 
roots of any growing crop. Farmers are very 
much discouraged at the outlook. Big rains 
and rains soon, or our crops of small grain will 
not be worth harvesting this season. 

PITTsFIELD, Wayne Co., June 11.—Oats will 
make about one-fourth of a crop. Pastures 
getting short. Seed corn that stood in the 
shock over winter a failure. Winter wheat 
well headed, and harvest here in ten days.

In this State these charities now 
embrace Insane Hospitals, Asylums for the 
Blind, Deaf and Dumb, Feeble-Minded Chil- 
dren, Rye and Ear Infirmary, Soldiers

The objection to the existing order of 
things is not to public expenditures 
for charitable objects, but to the abuses 
growing out of this liberality. There is no 
more excuse for wasting public money under 
the pretense of charity than there is for any 
other purpose. The tendency of State char- 
ity is to cultivate pauperism, and no greater 
blight can fall upon a State than organized 
and recognized pauperism. In fact, pauper- 
ism should never receive legal recognition. 
Public charity should be limited strictly to 
the sick, insane, disabled, and helpless, who 
are without the means of support personal- 
ly, and who have no relatives who are able 
and who are legally bound to maintain them. 
Public care for these is charity; public sup- 
port of any others is pauperism, and against 
pauperiam there should be the most strin- 
gent prohibitions and protections. It is not 
enough that a man or women is tempo- 
rarily or permanently insane, that he 
or she should be maintained at the public 
charge. It should appear beyond all ques- 
tion that the victim has no estate, and has 
no relatives who, if there were no public 
charity provided, would be under a legal and 
moral obligation to support the afflicted. In- 
discriminate charity is the parent of general 
pauperism. One of the largest annual ex- 
penditures by the authorities of this county 
is for the purchase of fuel, food, clothing, 
and other support for the so-called out-door 
poor. It is notorious that, the day in the 
fall when the County Agent opens his office 
for the distribution of relief, there are hun-

STATE SOVEREIGNTY IN A NEW FORM. 
The traditional and unconquerable devo- 
tion of the Democratic party to the doctrine 
of State Sovereignty is the underlying mo- 
tive of every political action of a National 
character suggested by the managers of that 
party.

New York, June 11.—A murder which in 
ite mystery equals the celebrated Burdell and 
‘Nathan cases, baffles the skill of the sharpest 
detectives, and makes the wisest theorists fear 
their reputations, was perpetrated fn this city, be- 
tween the hours of 10 o’clock Tuesday night and 
7 this morning, in the brown-stone residence No. 
140 West Forty-second street. Mrs. Jane Law- 
rence Defurest Huli was found smothered in 
ber bed, and bound hand and foot. About 7:45 
4 m. J. H. Coleman, Jr., who lives in the same 
bouse, burried into the Twenty-ninth 
Precinct Police Station, in West Thir- 
tieth and informed the 
Sergeant,p duty that Mrs. Hull had been mur- 
gered. Seon thereafter Capt. Williams, with 
Detective Schmitt Berger, was on his way to the 
ina room about twelve feet in 
in width, and fifteen feet in 
the remains of Mrs. Hull. 
flat ou ber back, 
her hands tied tightly across her body. Her 
lower limbs at the aukles had been tied to the 
sides of the bed, and there was a bandage over 
der eyes. There was no gag in her mouth, but the 
bed clothing was in a heap around her throat and 
face. Two pillows which were crushed between 
ber bead and the wall seemed to have been 
roughly handled, and there was a partially 
emptied bottle of cologne and an empty water 
pitcher on the bed. It was plain the water ana 
eologne had been thrown over the womau's face. 
WHEN THE BANDAGE WAS REMOVED 
from the eyes, it was seen the eye-lashes were 
burned, and the hair directly over the woman’s 
earéhad been singed. This showed that the 
bandage had been put on after the burning, 
aa when the drippings of a candle 
were discovered on one of the siceves 
of her nicht-Aress it owas surmised 
that the murderer, after smothering Mrs. Hull, 
bad singed her eyebrows to see whether she was 
really dead. Mrs. Hull wase powerful woman, 
and weighed fully 200 pounds. She was 58 
years of age, and her busband is 74. He is yet 
a practicing physician. It has long been known 
among their friends and neighbors that Dr. Hull 
and his wife 
LIVED UNHAPPILY TOGETHER. 
The house at No. 140 West Forty-second street 
has four stories and a basement. The front 
basement is used by Dr. Hull as an office, but 
be has had few patients since he took the house 
three years ago. The small room at 
the end of the baliway on the 
first or parlor floor was occupied by Mrs. Hull. 
The second, third, and fourth floors, save a 
room on the fourth floor reserved for Dr. Hull’s 
bedroom, were occupied by boarders. When 
Miss Deforest was married, in her 16th year, to 
Dr. Hull, they were well supplied with money. 
and were welcomed in the best society every- 
where. No chiidren were born to them, and

TRAVELED AROUND THE WORLD. 

She was presented at Court in England. For 
twelve years they lived in England, and, upon 
their return to this country in 1873, took e 
house ou Twenty-fifth street. They were some- 
what reduced in circumstances, and took board- 
ers. Three years ago they secured the house 
in Forty-second street, and the persons living 
in the bouse were their boarders. The house 
was plentifully furnished, but not extrava- 
wently.

Mrs. Hull regained many of her family jewels, 
but was not careful of them. They were dis- 
tributed in book-cases. side-boards, trunks, and 
tleewbere. Her husband seemed to take 
nO interest in them, nor in anything else in the 
bouse.

It seemed to be an impres- 
sion among many detectives that even a feeble 
man might have succeeded in suffocating her. 

Dr. Hull was to-night under the eyes of three 
detectives. When asked about the murder, he 
said it was 

A BUNGLING AFFAIR, 
and turned indifferently away. Capt. Williams 
asked him his age, and he replied, “ Fifty, 60, or 
70,” and when the Captain said, sharply, Come. 
now, give me your exact age,“ the Doctor smiled 
as he repliéd “Seventy-four.” The Doctor 
walked about the house in his usual manner, 
exhibiting no special concern. There was a ru- 
mor that a colored person recently em- 
ployed in the household, who had 
been, discharged, was snspected of the 
murder, but, when it became known that 
no colored map had been employed in the bouse, 
the story fell through; yet there were many 
who fencied the murder was the work of 
negroes, and this fancy was based upon the 
rumor that Mrs. Hull had been outraged 
BEFORE sus WAS MURDERED. 

Mrs. Hull leased the house in which she 
lived. She had neither bonds nor money in her 
apartments. Dr. Huli said that in all proba- 
bility the murderers must have supposed there 
were bonds in the trunk, which was open when 
she was found murdered. tHe mentioned as a 
singular coincidence that his wife was the owner 
of a Bedlington terrier, to which she was much 
attached. Three weeks ago this dog was mys-

WAS SOON AFTERWARD ROBBED. 
Recently, at a social meeting, Mrs. Hull 
thanked God she never had any children, and 
Mrs. Wilbur, formerly President of the Sorosis, 
replied, ‘‘ Well, Jane, pow thank God for what 
you haven't got; now, I thank God for what 


I've got.“ 

Dr. Hull is thin, of medium hight, 
with five gray heir and long sandy 
veard, and, although 74 vears of age and classed 
among the feeble, is sail to be “mighty act- 
ive.” He acts like a moody person, and sleeps 
very littie. 

The three detectives kept him company to- 
night. Late to-night Superintendent Walling, 
Capt. Williams, Capt. Kealev, Detective Timo- 
thy Golden, and other officers were in consulte- 
tion. Capt. Williams said that in all probabili- 
ty no one would be arrested during the night. 

THE MOST HURRIBLE SURMISE 
In the case has fortunateiy been scientifically 
disproved. it was alleged that the person of 
Mrs. Hull bad been outraged, and that she was 
tied and gagged for the purpose of ber inhu- 
man assailants. Deputy-Coroner MacWhinnie 
said, during the day, a most searching 
and thorough anatomical examination failed to 
show the least indication that an outrage like 
that alleged had been committed. The Times 
says editorially: There is hardly a circum- 
stance connected with the Forty-second street 
murder of which a satisfactory theory can 
be offered. It is difficult to believe the 
slender amount of plunder obtained from Mrs. 
Hull’s person and bedroom was the motive for 
so daring a crime, and yet it is impossible to 
imagine any other. it does not avpear proba- 
bie her assailants intended to murder her, yet 
the brutal deliberation with which they satisfied 
themselves she was dead suggests premeditated 
assassination. 
THE HOISELESS AND UNOBSERVED ENTRANCE 
not long after midnight of the murderer into a 
house, situated as was Mrs. Hull’s, is as remark- 
able as the successful accomplishment of a 
leisurely-executed deed of blood within easy 
call of a number of persons who did not keep 
early hours. Every detail of this terrible 
crime is calculated to carry a new 
feeling of insecurity into the homes of well-to- 
do New Yorkers. If the doers of such s deed 
can continue to elude capture as successfully as 
they escaped discovery, it will be a proof that 
even outside of the ranks of professional crim- 
mals there is ingenuity sufficient to baffle the 
police and lend a new terror to life in a great 
city.” 
MRS. HULL 
was a descendent of the old and well-known De 
Forest family, and was born in this city fifty- 
eight years ago. Sbe was married in her 16th 
year. She was an active member of} the Sorosis 
She was a pronounced supporter of the @ause 
of woman suffrage, and a member of the 
Woman's Suffrage Society. Uniike the majort- 
ty of the other active members of that organi- 
zation, she seldom addressed audiences. During 
the latter vears of ber life she was a firm be 
liever in Spiritualism, regularly attending the 
meetings and seances of its advocates in this 
city. Afew years ago Mrs. Hull was in receipt 
of a fair income from securities, but was of 
A SPECULATIVE TURN, 
and lost a considerable portion of her property 
in unfortanate Wall street investments. At 
one time her brokers carried for ber $18,000 of 
New Jersey Central consolidated stock, in ad- 
dition to which the former firm carried 
on her account $5,000 in Erie seconds. 
Among the securities which belonged 
to her, and are now in the hands 
of her brokers, are twenty-five shares of the 
Home Stiver Mining Company, and fifty half- 
shares of Lehigh Valley Railroad Stock. The 
margins on these stocks became exhausted a 
few days ago, when she was obliged to raise 
$60 to make up the amount necessary to carry 


them.

Orrawa, June 11.—When the Government 
had decided upon what vrecise articles jt would 
make a serious change in the traffic, some per- 
son in the secret gave information to those in- 


terested, and, as a consequence, large importa- 
tions of these precise articics were made. A sim- 
ilar instance bas occurred in connection with 
another department of the public service. A 
few days before the close of the session, the 
Government notified the House that the route 
south of Lake Manitoba had been adopted for 
the Canada Pacific Railway. Itis stated that, 
prior to the announcement, the land of the 
whole township along the new route was taken 
up in thirty-six hours. 

A private letter received in t city states 
that the Une Hundredth Royal Canadians— 
which regiment was formed in this country in 
May, 1858, and then consisted of 1,200 men, all 
Cavadianse—now numbers only fifteen men, and 
one officer, Lieut.-Col. T. W. W. Smyth, who 
belongs to Canada.

THE DENVER WAR. 

a Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 
CoLornaro Springs, June 11.—Io the bitter 
rallroad contest between the Denver & Rio 
Grande Railway Company and the Atchison, 
Topeka & Santa Fe, for the possession of the 
former road, Judge Bowen, in Chambers at 
Alamosa yesterday, granted an injunction re- 
quiring the Santa Fe Company to give up pos- 
session to the Rio Grande of the entire line, in- 
cluding stations, etc, Both companies were 
fully armed, but the Sheriffs of all the counties 
on the line, with posses, this morning took 
possession and delivered the same to the Rio 
Grande Company, excepting a part of the Elmoro 
division in Las Animas County, and from 
Canon City ten miles eastward. The Rio 
Grande Company expect possession of the en- 
tire line to-morrow, and have to-day run regu- 


| lar passenger trains between Denver, Pueblo, 


and Alamosa. They will to-morrow start 
freight trains at Pueblo. In serving the writs 
one man was killed and two wounded. The re- 
turn train from Pueblo to-night found four rails 
torn up at Fountain Creek, but replaced them. 
The case will probably be carried to the United 
States Courts. 
LITIGATION. 

Danver, June 11.—The railroad situation is 
attracting much attention. Information was 
received here last night that Judge Bowen, of 
the Fourth Judicial District, had granted the 
Injunction against the Atchison, Topeka & 
Santa Fe Road prayed for by the Denver & 
Rio Grande, and the State through Attorney- 
General Wright. Writs were issued accord- 
ingty, and were placed in the hands of the 
Sheriffs in the different counties through 
which the road passes, and this morning the 
Denver & Rio Grande Company took possession 
of the line, and started a passenger train out of 
Denver. The doors of Mie railroad offices were 
broken in with cross-ties by Denver & Rio 
Grande people. United States District Judge 
Haliett has issued an order transferring a hear- 
ing of the case to his Court, and argument will 
be heard to-morrow as to whether Bowen’s writ 
is effective. The Denver & Rio Grande Road 
was leased to the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe 
Company about six months ago, but it is 


complained that the provisions of the 
lease were not complied with, hence the 
present complications. If the Denver & Rio 
Grande remain in possession of the line which 
crosses the southern part of the State, and con- 
trols « good portion of the trade of New Mexico, 
it will be operated in the interest of the Jay 
Gould pool, including the Union Pacific and 
Kansas Pacific, and the Atchison, Topeka & 
Santa Fe be cut out of Denver. The suit in- 
volves the possession of 337 miles of road, 
several important mountain passes, and many 
millions of dollars of property. it is fought 
strongly on both sides. 
BLOODY BATTLES. 

The following details have been reported in 
relation to service of the writ of injunction is- 
sued by Judge Bowen, of the Fourth District of 
this State, in accordance with which the Denver 
& Kio Grande Rai. way Company has recovered 
possession of their constructed railway between 
Denver and Alamosa, -and nearly ail of the re- 
maining portions. Service at all points between 
Denver and Pueblo Was unattended by serious 
opposition, but at South Puebio, 
where most of the rolling stock and power had 
been accumulated by the adverse party, a large 
body of armed men was organized to resist. 
The Sheriff, with a posse of 150 men, however, 
succeeded. at 3 p. m., in driving out of the rail- 
road baildings the men who held them, and, be- 
sides recovering the railroad property, took 
fifty stand of arms and some ammunition. 
Some shots were exchanged at this point, and

THE MISSOURI RIVER FIGHT. 

The war on passenger rates from Kansas City 
to St. Louis and Chicago is assuming larger pro- 
portions every hour, and itwas reported last 
evening that the rates from Kansas City to 
Chicago were $4. If this state of affairs 
continues much longer the lowa pool lines will 
be forced to take vart in the war and reduce 
their rates from Omaha correspondingly.

THE SARATOGA MEETING.

than to employ a chean infirmary Saperintendent, 
simply because be is cheap. 

There are but few positions anywhere that fe- 
quire a lerger combination of the best qualities of 
head and heart than this, ana when found it is very 
certain it cannot be had at the wages of an ordinary 
day laborer. Undoubtedly great extra 

u perpetrated in many of our public tutions, 

t the loss of money arising therefrom ie a mere 
bagatelle compared witn the wastage resulting 
from parsimony inthe emplovment of these who 
manage those institutions. An incompetent super- 
intenvdent is dear at the smallest salary, and a com- 
petent man is cheap at the higheet.. Therefore. 
whilet we urge improvement in infirmary buildings, 
let us urge witha donble emphasis improvement 
in infirmary superintendence. 

The golden rule of economy for all of our public 
institutions should be, retrenchment in consiruc- 
tion; liberality ia supervision. 

PLANS FOR POOR-HOUSES. 

At the conclusion of the reading of the pa- 
submitted dy Mr. Watkins, Geo. Brinker- 
Pott, the Rev. Mr. Woodbury, and Dr. u- 

ning, Dr. Hoyt, Secretary of the New York 
Board of Charities, presented the report on 
Plans for Poor-Houses, alluded to in the report 
of Mr. Sanborn, of the American Science 
Association, which bad been prepared by the 
President. of the New York Board, Mr. Letch- 
worth, and which is fresh from the press of the 
State Printer at Albany. Dr. Hoyt said that 
there was great seed of more enlightment on 
the expenditure of the public funds in the erec- 
tion of the class of buildings under considera- 
tion in his own State, and doubted not but that 
thie was tne case elsewhere. Mr. Letebwortb, 
he said, had not oul visited thoroughly the in- 
stitutions for the dependent classes in New York 
State, but had extended bis researches else- 
where. His aim, it appears, has beeu to plan fur 
a complete separation of the sexes, proper 
classification, and greater economy in adminie- 
tration. His views were founded upon large ob- 
servation, and were fortified by the opinions of 
experts and specialists. What he bas quite 
modestiy put forth in the report he thought 
was worthy the carcful cousideration of those 
contem plating the erection of these structures. 

The reading of these papers was followed bya 
debate, in‘wbhich some of the points were com- 
mended and vew ideas were presented. 

A paper prepared d e Rev. Augustus 
Woodbury, of e Island, was read by the 
Secretary of the Conference. This paper, which 
is very lengthy, is entitled. State 8. 
with Special Reference to the New Prison in 
Rbode Island.” 

A paper on “Buildings for the Criminal In- 
saue, by Walter Channing, M. D., was read by 
Dr. E. A. Külboura, of Elgin, III. The author of 
the paper takes the position that insane crim- 
ipals should be separated from other insane 
people. Man violent people, who were not in- 
sane, were confined in prison charged with be- 
ing unsound. Women generally were more vio- 
lent than men, but insapity was more prevalent 
among men than women. It was sometimes 
very cult to determine the difference be- 
tween insanity and depravity, and only those 
physicians of great experience, judgment, and 
skill could discover it. Criminal lunatics should 
not be sent to county asylums. The conclusions 
of the author of this paper are: 

1. Criminals as a class differ from all other 


classes. 

2. Insanity N in prison presents a type 
of disease markedly differing in ite manifeste- 
tions from that ordinarily observed in the outside 


world. 
3. The convicted insane should never be sent to 


the ordinary hospital for the insane. 
4. The uncunvicted insane should only in ex- 
ceptiona! cases be treated in ordinary hospitals for 


the insane, 

Mr. H of Albany. N. Y., said the papers 

resented had given him a great deal of satis- 
faction and pleasure. They had evidentiv been 
prepared with great care aud study, and were 
important from the fact that these institutions 
were a direct and heavy expense to the people. 

Dr. Thomas T. Taylor, of Kansas. gave some 
experience on the question of insane with homi- 
cidal tendencies, aud relaled a cheerful instance 
where one ot his patients has successfully and 
neatiy strangled two other of the iomates of his

B. MeCaggt of Chicago, President of the Relief 
Association, read an interesting paper on the 
charities of Chicago. He said the largest meas- 
ure of relief was by means of the county, the 
city and county being practically the same. He 
was hot in favor ot outdoor relief, for be was 
convinced from long observation and experience 
that, by placing the name of, the bead of the 
family on the roll of the Relief Association, they 
were really, in bine cases Out of ten, being 
disabled from future usefulness.

The commit- 
ments in the jaiis had been greativ decreased 
In consequence of the efforts of this 
association. When they were sent away 
every effort was made to see that 
they were well provided for, and a committee 
was appointed consisting of a number of lead- 
ing citizens of the place to which the boys are 
sent.

They kept in cor- 
respomdence with the children, or the guardians 
under whose charge they were placed. As often 
as once a year bianks were forwarded, 
which were filied out and returned, 
and the result placed in a

to go out of the State. He believed that it was 
a fallacy that an average home was a better place 
fora bad child than a good institution.

HOW R&SLIEF 18. GRANTED, 

The presence to-day in this city of the sixth 
annual Conference of the Charities of the United 
States—the first conclave held by them dis- 
tinctively as a body, apart from their relations 
with Social Science—suggests a giance at a 
public institution of charity in our midst which, 
while doing infinite service, has subserved the 
requirements of economy by, in a single trial, 
reducing the charitable expenses of Cook County 
by $148,000. Expense year before, $288,000r 
this, $00,000. Reference is had to the County 
Agenv’s Office of Cook County. 

This result has been achieved by a resolu ion. 
The business commenced at the inception of the 
present administration. When County Agent 
McGrath and his assistant, Mr. Eckhardt, took 
hold they promised big things. But promises 
had been made before, and were unfulfilled. 
They set to work, however, encouraged by the 
Reform Board, and the result—while they 
dicted largely—actually dumbfounds them - 


selves to-day. 

The first move made by the present Agent 
was against imposition. With this end in view, 
immediately upon assuming the office, he sent 
the following communication to the Pulice Cap- 
tains: ;

Hegwein, testified that he had heard Hegwein 
swear and use harsh language toward Carey,— 
call him a loafer,—and order him out of the 
house. 
A large number of character witnesses were 
introduced, but about all they could eaw was

Cee, June 11.—Not knowing which city 
official to address, I respectfully ask your paper 
to publish a complaint regarding a sidewalk 
almost in the heart of this great city. 
On the southeast. corner of Van Buren and 
State streets are several vacant lots, and, al-

— of bi8 card is not allowed by the 
ocal code. But the quack who has no reputa- 
tion and neither connection with medica! socie- 
ties, ability, respectability, nor responsibility will 
advertise, and the masses will be deceived 
by his false claims and flock after him. 
evertheless, the doctor who is bound by eth- 
ical laws and who is athirst for name and fame 
manages in some manner to cheat the printer 
out of his fees, and at the same time to keep 
himself pretty prominently before the public. 
Taking a front seat in a popular church, hav- 
ng a private arrangement with his servant to 
call him out frequently daring service, is not a 
bad way to attract attention. Writing frequent 
articles for newspapers Over one’s professional 
signature is another good way to prevent the 
public from losing sight of him. Getting onto 
a Sanitary Committee of some Dorcas Associa- 
tion and creating a demand for frequent re- 
ports also accomplishes sometbing toward the 
same aud.

‘The question of gas 
eompanics was fuliv considered bv the project- 
urs of the amendment and by the Legisjature in 
its consideration and passage, and will doubt- 
less be found free from the difficulty anticipated 
by your currespondens.
